Dental Association in the beautiful 

“City of the Angels,” Los Angeles, 
October 17-20, was blessed with equally 
beautiful weather and at this writing ap- 
pears to be well on the way to breaking a 
normal attendance record; this is, except- 
ing the record centennial attendance of 
35,200. As of closing time Wednesday 
evening, the registration had reached 
16,865 which at the moment exceeds the 
previous high at the 1955 meeting in San 
Francisco by 2,124, with the Thursday 
registration still to be recorded. 

The House of Delegates meetings took 
place in the headquarters hotel, the Stat- 
ler-Hilton, while the scientific sessions 
and scientific and commercial exhibits 
were held in the Sports Arena. The writer 
shall deal with the House of Delegates 
affairs for he had very little time to spend 
at the Arena and cannot comment too 
well. 

Before going into the happenings of the 
House, may it briefly be said that the host 
society made our stay most pleasant and 
very worthwhile. The ladies were royally 
entertained and the social functions out- 
standing. As usual, many of the affiliated 
groups held meetings previous to the 
opening of the A.D.A. session. At the 
meeting of the American College of Den- 
tists on Sunday morning a very auspicious 
report was made by the Commission on 
the Survey of Dentistry, in which its 
recommendations were spelled out, pin- 
pointing the need for greater capital ex-

penditures for dental schools, construction 
of new dental schools, fluoridation of 
communal water supplies, greatly aug- 
mented care for children and vastly in- 
creased research. 

The rorst annual session was opened 
on Monday morning with a general ses- 
sion addressed by Dr. Lee W. DuBridge, 
President of California Institute of Tech- 
nology, Pasadena, who talked on “An 
Introduction to the Age of Space.” At 
this time most of the formal opening cere- 
monies and introduction of dignitaries 
took place. 

On Monday afternoon the first meeting 
of the House of Delegates was held. At 
this time the rules and order for the 
House were adopted and President 
Jeserich gave his presidential address. 
The reports of the Board of Trustees were 
presented with the resolutions adopted by 
the Board. Then, Dr. Jerry Timmons 
went about the job of assigning these re- 
ports and resolutions to the several refer- 
ence committees where each report would 
be given thorough discussion. After pres- 
entation of old and new business the 
House adjourned until Wednesday after- 
noon at 1:00. 

From 9:00 a.m. and throughout the 
day on Tuesday these reference commit- 
tees were in session and every matter of 
importance was discussed. (May I explain 
that these reference committee sessions 
are open to any member of the American 
Dental Association for his expression on 
any problem which is pertinent to the 
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subject assigned to that particular com- 
mittee. After a thorough discussion is had, 
the reference committee goes into execu- 
tive session and writes its report and gives 
its recommendations which are reported 
by the several chairmen to the House at 
the Wednesday afternoon session. In the 
House there is further opportunity for 
discussion.) If this has been too long an 
explanation it was in the interest of pro- 
viding a little more background for the 
modus operandi of the House. 

The first committee to report was on 
rules and order, and its acceptance was a 
matter of formality. 

The report of the reference committee 
on Hospital Dental Service was accepted 
with a few minor changes without debate. 

The report of the reference committee 
on Federal Dental Services was presented 
by Chicago Dental Society President Jim 
Lynch. He reported that the committee 
supported the Council’s attitude on 
family clinics as being undesirable and 
urged its continued effort toward their 
disestablishment. He also reported that 
senior dental students were meeting the 
armed forces requirements without re- 
course to the draft as has been the case 
among the physicians; also that the re- 
serve officer retirement point credit pro- 
gram be continued. The committee re- 
ported on a very successful civil defense 
conference and reaffirmed the Council’s 
policies with respect to the dentist’s role 
in disaster preparedness, also the state- 
ment on disaster medical care responsi- 
bilities. This resolution was adopted. A 
resolution to give to authorized civil de- 
fense workers immunity from civil suit 
and exemption from prosecution under 
state medical practice acts for dentists 
whose duties may be expanded during a 
civil defense emergency, was also adopted. 
It was also resolved that the Association 
support the budgetary requirements for 
civil defense as presented to Congress; 
also to support the family shelter pro- 
gram—each member of the Association to 
take reasonable measures to insure the 
ability to protect himself and family to 
survive nuclear attack. 

In the reference committee on Dental 


Research and Therapeutics where the 
Crest Toothpaste announcement was dis- 
cussed, a resolution introduced by the 
Connecticut State Dental Association to 
rescind the Council’s action and the man- 
ner in which approval was granted was 
defeated by a vote of 279 to 94 and the 
Council was given a vote of confidence 
and commendation. 

In the reference committee on Presi- 
dent’s Address and Administrative Mat- 
ters there were several matters of general 
interest. The first was a resolution by the 
Fourth District to make it necessary to 
submit any matter affecting public opin- 
ion decided by the various association 
agencies to the Bureau of Public Rela- 
tions and the Board of Trustees for 
approval. This was defeated. 

The matter of the next annual session 
being held in Las Vegas was placed be- 
fore the House for reconsideration and 
was referred to the Board of Trustees who 
in turn recommended that the matter be 
placed on the voting machines where the 
site of Las Vegas was approved. It was 
the unanimous opinion of the Illinois 
caucus that the session should not be held 
in Las Vegas. 

A resolution by the Texas delegation 
which would have required any endorsed 
proprietary preparation have the ap- 
proval of the Board of Trustees and the 
House of Delegates, was rejected fortu- 
nately. 

An amendment to permit the elimina- 
tion of the Council on Membership and 
the duties be given to the Secretary was 
passed. 

A grant to the Fund for Dental Educa- 
tion and the American Association of 
Dental Schools was approved, with the 
amount to be determined by the Board of 
Trustees. 

A number of resolutions dealing with 
public health were approved or recom- 
mended to the Council dealing with serv- 
ice corporations—closed panel practice, 
diagnostic series and treatment planning, 
the use of mouth protectors in athletics, 
and that a strong program of dental 
health education be a basic part of school

Ihe fact that more meetings con- 

| cerned with Dental Practice Ad- 
ministration are being held today 

than in the past is evidence of the con- 
stantly increasing interest in this vitally 
important phase of 
dental practice. As 
members of an es- 
teemed profession, 
we should evaluate 
the reasons for this 
increased interest. 
Why do dentists at- 
tend Dental Prac- 
tice Administration 
meetings? Is it that 
they wish better fi- 
Dr. Krejei nancial rewards? Or 

is it that they, as dentists, are searching for 
every method by which they can do finer 
dentistry for their patients, and for 
methods whereby they can _ provide 
thorough dental service for more people? 
May I say here that I have no qualms 
about excellent fees for fine dental serv- 
ice. I must, however, make clear that ac- 
quiring knowledge about Dental Practice 
Administration or about methods to gain 
patients’ acceptance of or enhance their 
interest in recommended dentistry must 
be preceded by the dentist’s desire to pro- 
vide optimum service for every patient. 
Believe me, our problem of adequate fi- 
nancial remuneration will take care of 
itself if we approach it not primarily con- 
cerned with the question “How can I 
make more money in my dental prac- 
tice?” but rather “How can I deserve to

earn a higher income?” When we utilize 
every available means to provide more 
and better service for our patients, we 
will find that increased financial reward 
will automatically follow. In all our rela- 
tions with our patients, we should promise 
ourselves to observe the following rule of 
personal conduct: I shall, in the light of 
circumstances surrounding my patients— 
which circumstances I shall make every 
effort to ascertain and to understand— 
give them that service which, were I in 
the same circumstances, I would want 
applied to myself. 

As I stated before, a substantial income 
from dentistry is both desirable and de- 
served. Statistics published by the Amer- 
ican Dental Association on dentists’ aver- 
age yearly incomes and dentists’ incomes 
by age groups, as presented to Congress 
in the Keogh Bill, reflect alarming in- 
adequacies. Moreover, we all, quite 
naturally, desire to increase our incomes. 
But I insist that technical ability and 
consideration for the patient must come 
before the interest in money. Only when 
we have complete confidence in ourselves 
and in our ability to provide sufficiently 
for our patients can we expect them to 
have confidence in us. Only when we are 
positive, self-assured, sincere individuals, 
satisfied that we are providing the best 
service possible, can we educate our pa- 
tients effectively concerning their require- 
ments for optimum dental health service 
and have, at the same time, no apprehen- 
sion about a frank discussion of their 
financial investment for this service. With 
this attitude as the basis of patient rela- 
tions, we cannot help but increase our 
financial rewards. In dentistry as else- 
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where, “What you wear in your heart 
shows on your face.” 

Dentistry is a profession in which 
individual success or failure depends en- 
tirely upon each dentist himself. As den- 
tists, we are expected to provide profes- 
sional dental health service for all our 
patients, and this requires specialized 
training, special skill, care, and judgment. 
However, before we are able to provide 
such services, it is necessary for each of 
us to have, in addition to the above quali- 
fications, properly equipped dental offices, 
adequate, well-trained auxiliary person- 
nel, and, of course, dental patients. When 
one considers these additional qualifica- 
tions, it becomes self-evident that success 
in dentistry hinges not alone upon 
whether we are trained and equipped to 
provide fine dental service but also on 
whether or not we are good businessmen. 
In dentistry, as in any profession or busi- 
ness, success comes from skilled conduct 
of the business aspect of that enterprise. 
That the dental side of dentistry cannot 
be separated from the business side is a 
fact which must be recognized if we as 
dentists are to live longer, better, and 
happier lives. Amazingly enough, the 
true student of Dental Practice Adminis- 
tration is, almost without exception, also 
a fine dentist. 

Which phase of Dental Practice Ad- 
ministration is the most important is an 
impossible question to answer. Where to 
start the study and evaluation of methods 
of handling patients and developing good 
business policies is also a difficult prob- 
lem. Obviously, the study of the business 
side of dentistry involves many facets, 
each of which is extremely important. 
For a few minutes let us examine four of 
the major factors, the consideration of 
which is imperative for a successful prac- 
tice of dentistry. These factors, not neces- 
sarily in the order of importance, are, one, 
the physical plant, two, the technical 
ability of the doctor, three, the auxiliary 
personnel, and, four, public relations, 
which we in dentistry prefer to call “pa- 
tient relationship.” 

The physical plant is, of course, the 
entire dental office, which should be 
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properly equipped and provide an ade- 
quate parking area for patients. The 
building itself should be neat, attractive, 
and easily accessible. When a patient 
enters the building he should see a recep- 
tion room which is well lighted, well 
ventilated, and carefully arranged. The 
furnishings and decor should be comfort- 
able, neat, and in good taste, for the pa- 
tient’s impression of the dental office and © 
consequently of the dentist and subcon- 
sciously of the dentist’s service, is formed 
here. It was once said that the reception 
room is the most important bridge a den- 
tist will ever construct, since it is this 
room that is the bridge between the out- 
side and the dental office proper. We 
are professional specialists providing sur- 
gical and operative care, so neatness and 
cleanliness of ourselves and of every area 
of the dental office are imperative—and 
the reception room is no exception. 

The secretary’s desk should be located 
so that the patients going from the recep- 
tion room into any other areas of the 
office must pass it. This, of course, is the 
control center of the dental office and 
must be arranged so that all business 
transactions can be efficiently conducted 
here. Other very important areas are the 
doctor’s private office and the operatories. 
The private office should reflect the doc- 
tor’s sincere interest in his profession and 
should give the patient a feeling that 
he is in competent hands. The opera- 
tories should be efficiently arranged and 
equipped to provide the patient and the 
doctor with the latest scientific develop- 
ments for the accomplishment of fine 
dental service. It doesn’t matter how old 
dental equipment is if it provides these 
two things: first, it should enable the doc- 
tor to provide his patient with the best 
that dentistry has to offer in service and 
comfort and thereby build the patient’s 
confidence in the service he is receiving. 
Second, it should enable the doctor to 
provide this fine dentistry with the great- 
est amount of comfort and efficiency pos- 


sible for himself, so that he too can live 


a longer, healthier, and happier life. 
Now to our second success factor, 
which is the dentist’s technical ability: 


the dentist must be a master of the science 
of dentistry; he must be a skilled tech- 
nician, which entails being both an artist 
and a sculptor. His obligation to himself 
and his patients to constantly improve his 
technical ability has been discussed 
previously, but it is worthy of repetition. 
Attendance at all possible better dentistry 
meetings is always a mark of progress in 
a dentist. An annual minimum of one 
week delegated to the attendance of 
organized postgraduate courses is man- 
datory if our profession is to grow in 
stature. The individual who knows only 
seventy per cent of what needs to be 
known in dentistry finds, to his sorrow, 
that most of the rewards come from 
knowing the remaining thirty per cent 
also. 

The third requirement of an efficient 
organization is competent auxiliary per- 
sonnel. Many hours could be spent dis- 
cussing the importance of auxiliary per- 
sonnel to success of the dental office. 
Auxiliary personnel is of great importance 
in creating a patient’s confidence in the 
doctor. All personnel must, of course, be 
well groomed, well trained, well organ- 
ized, and, by all means, well paid. Re- 
member—you only get what you pay for. 
Coordination and training of auxiliary 
personnel is a weak area in many dental 
practices, and the responsibility must be 
placed directly upon the doctor. An em- 
ployee in any field must know what is 
expected of him before he can become 
an important entity in his organization. 
Dentists are often guilty of not taking 
sufficient time to clearly define work 
schedules for auxiliary personnel. Be- 
cause we believe we are too busy to de- 
velop a training program to guide our 
auxiliary personnel, they are not as effec- 
tive as they otherwise would be. The 
following suggestions, if followed, will 
greatly assist in a happier doctor-auxiliary 
personnel relationship. First, an office 
manual should be developed which out- 
lines every procedure carried on in the 
dental office. This manual outlines duties 
expected of all personnel and contains 
set-up arrangements for all operative 
and surgical procedures. Instructions for 


operation and maintenance of all equip- 
ment in the office, rules on all office pro- 
cedures, and a list of all names and ad- 
dresses of suppliers for various items for 
the dental office should be included. This 
becomes a most important textbook. We 
realize that each dentist operates his office 
differently and that he himself, with his 
staff, must prepare this manual for his 
office and keep it current. New members 
of his staff will then have an immediate 
guide to the operation of the office and 
to what is expected of them. 

A second suggestion is that periodic 
staff meetings and organizational meet- 
ings, without which no business organiza- 
tion functions well, should be held. A 
minimum of an hour each week should 
be reserved for a discussion of office prob- 
lems. All petty personnel problems are 
discussed at this time, and this is also an 
excellent time to compliment for jobs well 
done. This meeting is equally as impor- 
tant for the dental office which employs 
only one dental assistant as it is for a 
larger organization. In our office a short 
organizational meeting each morning 
prior to seeing the first patient has proven 
invaluable. One other suggestion for the 
dentist’s careful thought and considera- 
tion is that basic policies regarding 
salaries, hours, sickness leave, and vaca- 
tions be put in writing. Such agree- 
ments preclude possible misunderstand- 
ings. Finally every organization needs a 
leader, a “Boss” if you like. The doctor is 
the leader and must command, rather 
than demand respect of his employees. 

The fourth factor, and an equally im- 
portant link in the success chain, is pa- 
tient relationship. A successful dentist 
must be a good administrator and also a 
psychologist; he must be a good business- 
man with the ability to motivate patients 
to accept thorough dental services and to 
appreciate them. This ever-important 
phase of the successful practice of den- 
tistry involves the ability of the dentist 
and his personnel to educate their patients 
dentally. Since only the dentist and his 
auxiliary personnel are fully aware, not 
just of the value of dental care but also 
of new developments in dentistry, it is 
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the responsibility of each dentist and his 
auxiliary personnel to educate his own 
patients to accept thorough dental serv- 
ice, also, to appreciate thorough dental 
service, and what is even more important, 
to consider primarily the health value of 
the dental service rather than their mone- 
tary investment in this service. Only with 
dental education such as this can we put 
into society new dental educators—our 
satisfied patients, individuals who recog- 
nize the value of thorough dental service 
and, in turn, inform and educate their 
friends. Obviously, we can never expect 
to educate patients unless every facility 
is utilized during the brief period they 
are in our office for treatment. 

We in dentistry have the entire re- 
sponsibility of educating our patients 
dentally. If we ourselves do not educate 
our patients, who will educate them for 
us? 

We begin to educate our patients for 
case presentation immediately upon their 
first contact with our office. The patient 
creates his first impression of our dental 
office when he telephones in and visits 
with our secretary, and the manner in 
which she responds means much in de- 
termining what that impression will be. 
Certainly, it is of utmost importance for 
her to answer the telephone in the proper 
manner with a friendly, smiling voice 
identifying the office and herself thus 
creating the proper first impression. In 
fact, even prior to this, one of our regular 
patients may have referred the new pa- 
tient to our office—he may already have 
received a first impression of us. 

One of the obvious methods of educat- 
ing patients is to provide educational 
reading material to replace the accumula- 
tion of general magazines—often old and 
tattered—which is usually found in the 
reception room. What types of reading 
material should be found in the reception 
room? The answer to this is only dental 
educational material or material relating 
to the general health of the patient. Long 
lists of exceptionally good educational 
material are available through our own 
American Dental Association office— 
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able. In fact sources are unlimited for 
dental educational material to be pro- 
vided for our patients. A scrapbook filled 
with newspaper or magazine articles that 
are of value in dental education is a very 
effective means of patient education in 
the reception room. A good method of 
discouraging patients’ interest in general 
magazines and introducing them, instead, 
to educational material is to place a small — 
sign in the reception room, which reads 
as follows: You will note that the only 
reading material in our reception room is 
dental educational material. This is our 
sincere effort to provide you with as much 
dental information as possible which will 
be of value for you and yours. 

A third step in the educational pro- 
gram begun at the time the patient first 
contacted or heard of our office, and con- 
tinued in the reception room, is to pro- 
vide for our new patient a very thorough 
and complete examination. No patient 
should become a part of any dental prac- 
tice unless a thorough examination has 
been accomplished, for how can we pro- 
vide optimum dental health service unless 
we know first what service is required. 
The thorough examination, which must 
be conducted before we can consider our- 
selves in a position to make recommenda- 
tions to the patient, must include a care- 
ful oral examination, diagnostic models, 
full mouth roentgenographic survey, and 
a medical history. Such an examination 
allows us to constantly educate our pa- 
tient and also allows us to become ac- 
quainted with the patient psychologically 
and learn of his previous dental expe- 
rience and of what he expects and wants. 
Upon completion of the examination, the 
patient is given all available educational 
material pertaining to his dental problem 
and, by all means, an office policy sheet. 
A sincere, thorough examination of this 
kind radiates an atmosphere which indi- 
cates that the operator truly wishes to 
give of himself and to help his patient, 
while a slipshod examination gives the 
impression that the examiner is not 
worthy of the title “doctor.” There is no 
finer way to create confidence and to at-

and college curriculum with help from 
component dental societies. 

The reference committee on Legisla- 
tion and Judicial Procedures recom- 
mended further support of the American 
Thrift Assembly or its successor and this 
was approved. Also a by-law was adopted 
on professional conduct. 

The reference committee on Miscel- 
laneous Business: 

A resolution to endorse the principle 
that dental societies must have complete 
control of the contents of their official 
publications, made by the Council on 
Journalism, was approved. Disapproval 
was expressed of any arrangement where 
this control did not exist. 

A membership resolution raising the 
life membership age to 70 years was de- 
feated. 

A Board of Trustees’ resolution to re- 
scind the amendment permitting a Relief 
Fund bonus to those states which reached 
their quota on Relief Fund seals and who 
paid out more than the state’s allocation, 
because there has been a deficit of $4,- 
527.00, was soundly defeated. The pro- 
gram is to be continued for the rest of the 
three-year trial period. An amendment 
presented by Pennsylvania on relief was 
defeated. 

The reference committee on Dental 
Education approved the standards for 
educational programs for dental assistants, 
setting a minimum of one year of academic 


training post-high school. An Idaho State 
resolution on the same was defeated. A 
resolution on the study of dental anes- 
thesiology was adopted for report at the 
1961 session. 

A resolution to give the President-elect, 
and the rst, 2nd and 3rd Vice-Presidents 
voting rights was defeated. 

With the adoption of the annual 
budget—$3,333,277-00—the final busi- 
ness was the formality of installing the 
officers by Dr. Paul Jeserich. 

Election results are as follows: Presi- 
dent-elect, John A. Abel of California; 
Vice-President, John B. Wilson of Cali- 
fornia; 2nd Vice-President, Russell I. 
Todd of Kentucky; 3rd Vice-President, 
C. S. Renouard of Montana; Speaker, 
Gerald D. Timmons of Pennsylvania. 
Trustees: 2nd District, Edward F. Mim- 
mack of New York; 11th District, Fritz 
A. Pierson of Nebraska; 12th District, 
John S. Eilar of New Mexico; 13th Dis- 
trict, Roger K. Trueblood of Arizona; 
gth District Aloyse E. Kopp of Wisconsin. 

Dr. Paul Jeserich installed the officers 
—Dr. Charles H. Patton of Philadelphia 
as President, the Vice-Presidents, the Sec- 
retary, and the remaining officers and 
Trustees. Dr. Patton gave his address and 
then adjourned the meeting at 2:40 p.m.

tract to your office others who believe in 
thoroughness than to conduct a careful, 
complete examination. 

With the results of our examination as 
our tools for study of the patient’s oral 
condition, we can proceed to diagnosis 
and to the planning of treatment in the 
case. This study prepares us for further 
education of our patient at our consulta- 
tion reservation and serves as our guide to 
making proper recommendations for den- 
tal service to follow. A careful diagnosis 
is of equal value to the patient as the 
accomplishment of technical dental pro- 
cedures. Obviously, sufficient time and 
careful study must be spent in arriving at 
a proper diagnosis. 

Our next and perhaps most important 
step in patient education is the consulta- 
tion reservation or period of case presen- 
tation. The consultation reservation is 
that period after the examination, diag- 
nosis and treatment planning have been 
accomplished during which the doctor 
visits with the patient in his private office, 
discusses the patient’s dental needs, and 
informs him of his investment for the 
service necessary to build his dentition to 
a state of optimum dental health. It is 
important at this time to ask “When does 
the consultation reservation begin?” 

The formal consultation reservation 
begins, of course, when the dentist and 
patient are seated in the private office, 
but it must have been preceded by all of 


the factors which we have discussed if 
it is to be successful. 

Certainly the method of organization 
of a case presentation is important and 
careful study of techniques to outline vital 
information for a patient and be able to 
educate him to his needs in a few minutes 
is an art; but, with the proper positive 
mental attitude, a doctor who has accom- 
plished efficiently the examination and 
study of the case and knows he has the 
technical ability has accomplished the 
important portion of the project. Also the 
doctor must prepare himself prior to case 
presentation by actually rehearsing his in- 
tended discussion with the patient. No 
actor enters the stage without rehearsal 
for his part to be performed. We should 
also rehearse our parts for case presenta- 
tion. Recording our voices on a tape re- 
corder prior to the presentation allows us 
to hear ourselves as our patients hear us. 
Study and rehearsal fortify our confi- 
dence. Outlining an effective method of 
presentation is a several-hour task and 
best lends itself to an all-day study clinic; 
however, in the remaining minutes I will 
mention only very briefly an outline which 
can be followed to educate the patient 
in a few minutes and which will fulfill 
the dentist’s obligation to himself and to 
his patient. First, the consultation must 
present to the patient the following infor- 
mation: a discussion of causes of dental 
defects in general, a diagnosis of the pa- 
tient’s specific problems, a general plan of 
treatment, the prognosis which gives at- 
tention also to limitations of service, a

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clearly defined outline of the patient’s re- 
sponsibility, and, finally, information for 
the patient concerning his investment for 
necessary service. Second, it is extremely 
important to have both adult members 
of the family present for this consultation 
reservation. Third, in order to present 
this information to the patient, the den- 
tist should supply himself with the follow- 
ing visual aids: The patient’s full mouth 
x-rays together with x-rays of an ideal 
mouth for comparison. The patient’s 
diagnostic models and enlarged sketches 
showing major tooth portions, decay 
progression, and periodontal involve- 
ment are useful. This material may be 
supplemented with color slides of cases 
which have been treated in the past by 
the dentist who is presenting this case. 
Few additional models or visual aids 
should be necessary. 

Discussing the reasons why natural 
adult teeth are lost constitutes the first 
portion of our consultation reservation. 
This can be described by stating that ex- 
cept in rare instances, natural adult teeth 
are lost because of some type of neglect 
or some type of accident. Certainly we 
cannot control or predict accidents but 
we can explain the reasons why natural 
adult teeth are lost if a mouth is neg- 
lected. These reasons are, of course, den- 
tal caries and loss of supporting struc- 
tures. A discussion regarding dental 
caries is then elaborated upon as the case 
indicates. Some of the factors to be dis- 
cussed regarding dental decay consist of 
dietary problems, home care of the oral 
cavity, and natural susceptibility to den- 
tal caries. Causes which contribute to 
the loss of supporting structures of the 
teeth are periodontal involvement and 
traumatic occlusion; these are discussed 
in as much detail as is necessary. 

For a successful practice of dentistry, a 
special appointment for case presentation 
is mandatory! Also, it is important to 
remember that the quality and level of 
the consultation reservation is largely 
determined by the patient’s psychological, 
sociological, and intellectual level. 

If we are presenting dentistry to par- 
ents for a child patient, the major por- 
tion of our educational discussion will 
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involve prevention of decay. We will dis- 
cuss chemical prevention such as topical 
application of fluorides, mechanical pre- 
vention which involves careful brushing 
and home care, and nutritional facts 
which embrace especially carbohydrate 
and refined sugar intake. The patients, 
you remember, were given printed edu- 
cational material following the examina- 
tion at a previous appointment, so they 
have some knowledge of the subject. 

If our presentation is directed to an 
adult patient, we discuss in more detail 
the kinds of periodontal diseases and 
causes of the loss of supporting structures 
around the teeth. Also at this point, cor- 
rection of malocclusion by equilibration 
is explained if indicated. Finally, the pa- 
tient’s case proper is discussed. When the 
patient’s full mouth x-rays and x-rays of 
an ideal mouth for comparison have been 
illuminated for the patient’s observation 
and his diagnostic models and other 
visual aids have been examined, the doc- 
tor is ready to make his recommenda- 
tions. At this time the patient’s questions 
may be answered. 

Information for the patient concern- 
ing his investment for necessary dentistry 
is, of course, given after the patient 
understands the recommendations for 
dentistry. With a patient who has been 
conditioned and educated properly prior 
to the consultation reservation, and, what 
is even more important, with a doctor 
who is positive and self-assured, and who 
knows he is doing his best for his patient, 
do you believe there will be a problem 
either in gaining patient acceptance of 
the recommended dental service or in 
gaining acceptance of a fair fee for this 
service? Certainly many problems present 
themselves, but if the doctor knows him- 
self, knows his patient, and thinks posi- 
tively at all times, they will be handled 
effectively.
